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Continuation of 13. Other: The rejections under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, both enablement and written description, have been 
maintained. Applicants have argued that homozygous knockout females have increased cholesterol levels and are unable to carry a fetus 
to term (e.g. infertile). Applicants also argue that use of an adenoviral vector encoding SR-BI, as well as SR-BI antibodies, result in a 
decrease in cholesterol levels. Applicants argue that the methods provided in the specification were used to subsequently restore fertility 
in an SR-BI knockout mouse. With regard to the issue of written description, Applicants argue that they are claiming all compounds which 
alter lipoprotein, LDL, HDL, or cholesterol. However, the issue remains that Applicants have only demonstrated that certain compounds 
are able to restore fertility in an "artificially created" knockout mouse. Applicants have not demonstrated that any compound they have 
disclosed in their specification is effective in restoring fertility in a non knockout mouse - in other words, a mouse which is or has become 
infertile via "natural" (non hand-of-man) means). It has not been demonstrated that a lack of fertility in "normal" mice is due to an alteration 
of the SR-BI gene, only that the lack of this gene, respectfully, leads to some artificially induced form of infertility. Therefore, regarding 
enablement, Applicants have only demonstrated that certain drugs and methods provided in the specification can reverse the infertility 
caused by genetic manipulation, not infertility produced by any other "natural" causes. 
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
